Ecclesiastical Federation. 

The churches of British North Am- 
erica, following the example- Bet hy the 
State, manifest a disposition to feder- 
alize throughout the Dominion. The 
Wosleyan Methodists, generally for- 
most in the Now World, aro the first 
to take fornml and praotieal steps to 
that end. The question formed the 
subject of discussion at the annual 
Conference of the Canada Church last 
Juno. The Eastern Conference also 
took up tho question, and in both in- 
stances the principle was affirmed, 
and jointcommittees appointed to moot 
at Montreal on the 17th October. These 
cdmruitteos accordingly mot in the 
DoroheHter Btroet Wosleyan Church, 
on. tho day appointed. Tho Montreal 
"Gazette" of the 25th ult. comes to 
us with a lengthy article upon tho sub- 
ject'of the Conference, to which it 
justly attaches great importance. The 
various Conferences were represented 
on this occasion by tho following gen- 
tleman:— liov. Dr. Punshon, llev. J. 
Borland, Rev. Wm. Scott, Revda. Dr. 
Douglas, Dr. Rice, Dr.Green, Richard 
Jones, J. A. Williams, James Elliott, 
: Alex. Sutherland, Dr Nelles, G. It. 
Sanderson E. B. Harper, E. B. Ryck- 
man, W. Hansford, J. C. Slater, Dr. 
Towler, and James Gray. Tho whole 
deputation from tho Maritime Provinces 
was present :-Tho Rov Drs. Pickard and 
Stewart, andltev. Messrs. Currio, Pope, 
McMurray, Nicolson, Huestis, and 
Taylor, [P. E. I, | It is stated that 
the subject of tho Conference was at- 
tained in a degree highly satisfactory 
to all parties ; but as many details re- 
mained to bo nettled there could bo no 
formal announcement of results. It 
was understood that another meeting 
would bo held in tho course of tho 
. winter, with a view to getting the 
matter in a sufficiently forward state to 
enable the various Conferences next 
spring to take final action. Tho Wes- 
leyan system of North America has, it 
is understood, been altered, in so far 
as the formof governmontisconcerned, 
so as to be composed of several annual 
conforenceannd onegeneral conference. 
Ohl Canada is to be divided into three, 
and tho Maritime Provinces into two, 
' resen in j for future consideration tho 
rela 1 ion j of Manitoba, British Columbia 
and th.3 intermediate Provinces which 
■ Way Boring up. It has been agreed 
that the Conference shall bo designated 
and constituted as follows: —"The On- 
tario Conference , to embrace the 
Toronto, Bradford, Barrio, Owen 
Sound, Whitby, Cobourg, Peterboro', 
and Belleville Districts. The Huron 
Conference, to consist of tho Hamilton, 
Niagara, Brantford, London, Chatham, 
Sarnia, Guelph and Godorich Dis- 
tricts. Tho St. Lawrence Conference, 
to embrace tho Montreal, Quebec, 
Stanstead, Brockville, Ottawa, Pem- 
broke, Pertli and Kingston Districts. 
The Nova Scotia Conference and tho 
Coiiferenco of New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island, will probably 
be constituted by the action of the 
Conference to which the report will be 
referred. Tho constitution of tho an- 
nual conferences as well as of the 
general conference, was fully discussed, 
and general principles agreed to. In 
regard to the latter, tho principles of 
"Lay Delegation," so much agitated 
in times past, was very fully discussed, 
and it is understood that the incorpora- 
tion of tho lay element in the General 
Conference will bo effected on equitable 
principles. The word "understood" is 
employed, because the Conference sat 
with closed doors, and as there could 
not, in the very naturo of things, be 
finality to tho results, they have net 
been made public in tho proper senso. 
This movement ia not only important 
as regards the great Wosleyan body, 
but as clearing the way, it is hoped, 
for the union of branches of Methodism 
with that body. 



Reciprocity. 

If ire re:ul aright tho loasons of tho 
times, the American people nro being 
brought more and more to fnnl that they 
committed r» grave error in abrogating tho 
Reciprocity Treaty of 185. r >. While Cana- 
dians have borne up manfully under what 
they admitted to be a nerioua loss, and 
have, with energy and self-reliance, struck 
out new paths of commerce, their more 
powerful neighbors have had recourse to 
n variety of qunckery, but have found no 
remedy, and nro every year becoming 
more In earnest about renewing relations 
they so foolishly broke off, Of course 
Canada needs no wooing. She has never 
concealed a desire for tlm resumption of 
commercial reciprocity with her immedi- 
ate neighbor and she always stands ready 
to meet tho United Btates upon fair and 
equitable ground. IjiitCanacla.much as she 
would gain from such a treaty, can better 
afford to do without it than her neighbor. 
Her great canal and water system aro in- 
dispensiblfl to tho Western States, and 
New England likes hor cheap white pine 
uncommonly well. The representatives 
of the Boards of Trade of the roapocfivo 
countries havo mndo sovoral attempts to 
pava the way for a renewal of reciprocal 
relations. Tho last of thoso effortH has 
just boon mndo at New York. Tho result 
is ihai the national Boards of each coun- 
try will recommend thoir respective Gov- 
ernments to appoint a commission to en- 
quire exhaustively into the whole subject, 
with a view to arranging a treaty on a ba- 
sis broader and more comprehensive than 
that of the old one. It seems diffioult to 
understand vhy those two peoples should 
not bo ablo to arrange for a froo inter- 
change of such commodities as oach wants 
from thn othor. To iho pooplo of British 
Columbia, the subject U ono of vital im- 



portance. Indeed, there is no part of the 
Dominion so deeply interested as this ia 
in having an open markot in tho United 
States. Lumber and coal form our chief 
export; and both lumber and coal meet a 
heavy duty, which places us at a serious 
disadvantage (especially in lumber! with 
our neighbors. Any movement haying 
for its object tho establishment of recipro- 
cal relations with the United States will, 
therefore, be watched with interest by tho 
pooplo of the Pacific Province. 



The Canada Pacific. 

("Ottawa Citizen" Oct. 20th.) 

Tho country has no doubt been anxious 
to hear that tho contracts for tho con- 
struction of tho Pacific Hail way havo been 
signed, and that active ojiorations would 
at once bo commenced on this groat na- 
tional work. But. although, as it is well 
understood, the matter has been undor tho 
deliberation of tho Government for some 
time, there has been no official intimation 
given of its settlement, and it is not pro- 
bablo that any decision has been arrived 
at. As we intimated somo time ago, the 
difficulty in tho way of a settlomont ap- 
pears to bo in the rivalry of tho two In- 
corporated Companies, known as the 
Montreal and Toronto Companios. In 
one way these companios aro reported to 
bo willing to throw their resources and 
influences together and to work in com- 
mon, but in another way they aro not, as 
there ia a fooling of rivalry between the 
chief promoters as to which of them 
should havo tho precedence and post of 
honor. This is very unfortunate, indeed, 
and, in the meantime, a great and impor- 
tant national work is being delayed. Wo 
havo the utmost confidence in tho good 
intentions of the promoters of the Com- 
panies, and havo no doubt that either of 
them, from tho character of the gentle- 
men who head them, could easily com- 
mand the necessary means, with the liber- 
al assistance they would receive from tho 
country, to undertake tho construction of 
the railway. But if thoir resources, in 
fluences and energies woro united wo 
should then havo a combination that 
would onsuro the vigorous prosecution 
and early completion of tho great work. 
It would be in tho highest degree satis- 
factory to see this combination made, and 
it is no doubt, in tho interest of the coun- 
try that the Government shall endeavor 
to bring it about, oven at some oxpendi 
ture of patience and the occurrence of 
somo delay. But it is evident there must 
bo a limit to the delay. It is of the high- 
est importance that the work should bo 
placed under construction at tho earliest 
possible moment, for tho country is get- 
ting impatient to see this highway to our 
vast and valuable western country fairly 
under construction. It is said that tho 
Government have it in contemplation, nf- 
tor waiting a reasonable timo, to set asido 
tho claims of the Montreal and Toronto 
companies, and to promote the formation 
of a new company, which shall embrace 
members of the two companies with an 
"infusion of new blood." We hopo there 
is some foundation for this rumor. There 
is no necessity why tho work of construc- 
tion should bo unduly delayed through 
tho difficulty raised by the rival compan- 
ies. Tho terms of assistance offered by 
the Government, sanctioned by Parlia- 
ment and approved by the country are 
very liberal and form a guarantee which 
would be satisfactory to numbers of capi- 
talists in England, and if our companies 
cannot patch up their differences, othor 
parties should at once bo invited to como 
forward to undertake tho construction of 
the railway.

A Curiosity from Burcard 
Inlet. 

At n recent meeting of tho Academy of 
Sciences of California, the Secretary read 
some extracts from the published proceed- 
ings of the Academy concerning what ap- 
peared to bo a bundle of willow rods 
which were sent to the Academy some 
time since. They were received in May, 
1871, from Btirrard Inlet, British Colum- 
bia. At the time they were sent no in- 
formation concerning them could be ob- 
tained other than that they were the skel- 
etons of some kind of fish. The "rods 
were thought by some to be a species of 
Zoophvte allied to Vulgaria. At a meet- 
ing in July, 1871, a letter was read from 
Geo. Dietz of Victoria, which stated that 
the bones supposed to be Vulgaria were 
taken from a species of fish of tho eel 
order, by fishermen near Burrard Inlet. 
Dr. Blake thought at tho time that the 
"rods" were not fishbones but spongoa, 
probably of a new form. Tie said they 
were interesting from the fact that then 1 
were but two other genera which at aU 
resembled them and which were peculiar 
to the Pacific. In the 26th of September 
number of "Nature" an article appeared 
which '.van tile" substance of a paper read 
by P. L. Sclater before tho British Asso- 
ciation at Brighton in August. That gen- 
tleman had received somo of tho same 
kind of specimens, which looked like long, 
thin-peeled willow wands, a quarter of an 
inch in diameter at tho thick end. He 
thought they wero of animal origin and 
was inclined to regard thorn as possibly 
the bones of some of the gigantic Rays. 
Mr. Sclater sent some of tho specimens to 
Professor Kollicker of VVurzburg, who 
had been engaged on a monograph of tho 
Pennatulidm. He said the specimens 
wore new to him and thought they wero 
of a new genua. Captain Kurd wrote to 
Mr. Sclater from the locality were they 
found and described the "rods" as the 
backbones of a sort of iisli which abound- 
ed there, Tho animals wero shaped like 
a conger eel, but were quite transparent, 
their bodies being composed of a sort of 
^elly and about eight inches in diameter. 
Tho head is like a shark's; it is attached to 
the thick end of the rod or backbone; it 
has two eyes and a mouth placed low 
down. Tho backbone is also transparent 
in the living animal, but becomes hard 
when dried on the beach. The lish was 
said to swim about in shoals with the dog- 
fish. Mr. Sclater says lie can only sug- 
gest that the "rods" may bo tho hardened 
uotocords of a low organizod f}sh, allied 
either to tho Chimmroids or to the Lam- 
prey, in which tho uotoeord is persistent 
through life. It was evident that tho ob- 
ject was quite unknown to science and it 
was very desirable to obtain a complete 
• specimen.

Valuable Invention— A Self- 

Ligliting ILampthat Can't 
be Put Out. 

The great necessity for somo marine 
signal light, which should bo inextin- 
guishable, has been the occasion of 
much taxing of tho inventive powers 
among those who take a duop interest 
in such improvement. A self-lighting 
signal lamp, which iu likely to bo of 
groatuso has been invented. Its pecu- 
liarities aro that it is self-lighting, that 
its Hume can neither bo extinguished 
by water or any other means, and that 
it is incapable of setting lire to objects, 
whilo at tho same time its light is ex- 
tremely brilliant and of long duration. 
The new light consists of a cylindrical 
vessel of tin, with a conical point, and 
provided below with a tubo six inches 
in length. The vessel is to bo tilled 
entirely with fragments of phosphide of 
calcium and the tube soldered up air 
tight, so the preparation can be kept 
many years without change. 

When tho lamp is to be used, tho 
tip of the cone is to bo cut off mid an 
opening made at the end of the narrow 
tubo referred to, and tho lamp inserted in 
a wooden lloat and thrown into the water. 
The water penetrates through the lowor 
end of tho tube and comes into contact 
with the phosphide of calcium, and is de- 
composed with the formation of phos- 
phuretted hydrogen gas, which is devel- 
oped in great quantity, and which escap- 
ing through the open tube of the cone 
becomes ignited and burns in contact with 
atmospheric air. An experiment was late- 
ly made with tho signal light, in which 
the lamp was thrown overboard from the 
steamer and drawn along behind by means 
of a string, and at a short distance from 
the stern. When the lamp touched tho 
water a brilliant Maine shot up immedia- 
tely from the opening; and, although it 
was continually dragged under tho water 
by the motion of the vessel, tho light re- 
mained unextinguished, even after tho 
lamp was submerged. After a time the 
string was cut and the lamp allowed to 
float behind, and it was visible for a long 
distance from tho light disseminated 
around it.

The Montreal "'Gazette" makes an 
article which recently appeared iu the 
leading columns of this journal tho oc- 
casion of the following observations. 

The introduction of improved breeds 
of live stock into British Columbia, has 
led the papers of that province to urge 
upon the colonists the importance of 
stock farming. It is claimed for tho 
grasHus of the interior that they pos- 
sess nutritive properties which cannot 
be claimed for any other known gras- 
ses; the runs are practically illimitable, 
water is everywhere in abundant sup- 
ply, and such is the nature of tho cli- 
mate that stock passes the winters well 
without ha. idling • or housing. The 
necessity of introducing good breeds 
into British Columbia is specially cn- 
forced and in order to demonstrate the 
satisfactory peouruary results which How 
from breeding high class stock, tho suc- 
cessful stock of Mr. H.Cochrane, in the 
Enstern Township, is adduced. It must 
tickle tho ears oi British Columbians 
to be told that at the present time the 
Hillhurst herd comprises about eighty 
pure bred short-horns, that there are 
but few grade animals on the farm, it 
being Mr. Coehrane's intention ulti- 
mately tohave none but thoroughbreds 
on his estates, that not only have ani- 
mals froru Hillhurst been sold lately at 
as high a figure as eight thousand dol- 
lars, but stock has been purchased from 
Hillhurst for England and United States 
Wo tako this hitbit of holding up before 
tho gazo of British Columbia people 
any advance made iu funning or other 
industry by the eastern provinces of 
the Dominion as a healthy sign; and in 
the future we may hope that British

Sterility and Depletion. 

Itc^nrdiuR thin subject Mr. Howorth ro- 
marka:The gardener whodesiros his pltuitn 
to blossom and bear fruit takes cure that 
they shall avoid n vigorous growth. Ho 
knows that this will inevitably make 
them sterile; that either his trees will on- 
ly bear diutorted nowera, that fail to pro- 
duce seed, or that they will boar no hlo.n- 
sonis at all. In order to procure Mowers 
and fruit ho cheeks the growth and vigor 
of the plants by pruning its roots or 
branches, depriving it of food, and, if he 
have a stubborn pear or peach tree whioh 
has long refused to bear fruit, ho adopts 
the huzardoiiH, but often mailt successful 

pirn of ringing its bark. 

Turning to tho animal kingdom, tho rule 
is no lea* true. "Fat hens won't lay," in 
an old fragment of philosophy, The 
breeder of sheep, pigs and cattle knows 
very well that if his ewes and uows and 
cows arc not kept clean they will not 
breed; and as a startling example it is 
stated that to induce Alderaey cows, whioh 
are bad broedora, to bo fertile, they are 
actually hied, undso sullicieiitly reduced 
in condition. 

In like in. inner generous diet and good 
living produce their effect upon human 
beings. 1 n countries where Qesh and strong 
food is the ordinary diet, the population 
is thin and the increase small; whilo where 
fish, vegetables and woak food aro used, 
tho population is largo and tho increase 
rapid. Everywhere the rich, luxurious, 
wcll-ffid classes arc diminishing in num- 
bers or are stationary; whilo tho poor, 
badly-fed, hard- worked aro prolific. As 
with the plant, the animal and tho man, 
so it is with the nation. It was luxury 
find not the barbarians that snapped the 
power and wrought the destruction of the 
Roman Empire; and as plants, animals, 
and even human beings are stimulated by 
course of depletion to increased fertilty, 
so, according to somo authorities, great 
wars have a similar effect on nations, and 
by their depleting action stimulate them 
to increased activity and renewed vigor.
